The Sheep and Swine Industry 

Though prices in the swine indus- 
try are also lower than for many 
years, the past season has proved 
one of the heaviest in the history of 
Alberta in the number of hogs export- 
ed. There has also been a steady im- 
provement in quality. The percent- 
age of selects in the total marketings 
during the past season has been ap- 
proximately eight per cent, which is 
considerably higher than was the case 
a few years ago. 

In the sheep industry, interest in 
the development of farm flocks in- 
creases steadily, the farmers finding 
that these flocks can be maintained 
at little additional overhead cost, 
and are furthermore an asset in the 
control of weeds. 


The fall sheep sale at Edmonton the- 
past week was one of the best ever 
held from the standpoint of the inter- 
est shown. The opportunity given by 
present price levels to obtain good 
foundation stock at reasonable rates 
was taken of to a very gratifying ex- 
tent. A total of 98 rams was sold to 
farmers and breedesr at an 
price of $16.55, with the champion 
ram selling at $42. Purebred ewes 
averaged $7.39 and some sold as high

Statutes of Canada provide that 
Noy. 11th, Armistice Day, shall be 
observed as a national holiday, under 
the name of Remembrance Day. This 
date will therefore be an official 
holiday in Alberta. 

Low Death Rate 


Alberta is credited with one of the 
lowest death rates in Canada, accord- 
ing te vecent figures from the Bureau 
of Statistics at Ottawa. Saskatche- 
wan, Ontario and Alberta are in the 
the order named among the provinc- 
es in this respect, Alberta’s rate be- 
ing only 51.9 per 100,000. 

Average Wheat Yield 


Alberta’s average wheat yield this 
year will again lead other provinces 
| by a considerable margin. The estim- 
‘ated average now made for this year’s 
wheat yield in Alberta is 20 bushels | 
per acre, compared with an estimated 
average of 13.1 in Saskatchewan and

very successful season in 1932. The 
first school fair was held in 1916, 
with one small district centreing on 
Olds. Under direction of the provin- 
cial departments of agriculture and 
education, the school fairs have 
grown to be an important factor in 
rural community development. A 
total of 139 fairs are now held, with 
more than 35,000 rural school child- 
ren participating, and showing some- 
thing like 160,000 exhibits. 


Clean Registered Seed 


Although Canadian wheat has an 
enviable reputation for the excellence 
of its milling quality, a good many 
prairie farmers are not. sure .of the, 
variety name or purity of the Wheat 
they grow. That this good quality 
and the financial returns to individ- 
ual farmers might be improved if each 
grower selected one of the good 
wheats such as Marquis, Reward, 
Red Bobs, Garnet or one or two oth- 
ers that may be specially suited to 
his district, there can be no doubt. 
It is equally certain that admixtures 
of old-fashioned, unsuitable wheats 
such as Red Fife, Stanley, Huron, 
Preston, Club, and several others will 
cause variation in maturity, resulting 
in a mixed sample predisposed to de- 
grading and actual dollars and cents 
loss. 

The Board of Grain Commissioners 
Inspection Department at Winnipeg 
reports that a good deul of degrading 
in Manitoba durum wheats this year 
is caused by admixtures of the bread 
wheats and barley. In Saskatchewan 
and Alberta degrading due to admix- 
tures is not so marked except in the 
case of Garnet which, as readers 
know, must not be graded above No. 
2, so that a heavy admixture of this 
variety in an otherwise No. 1 sample 
is sure to cause degrading. 

Be that as it may farmers in sever- 
al districts have become so interested 
in this matter of wheat varieties and 
admixtures that eleven hundred of 
them from Central Alberta gathered 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, just before harvest 
this year to see what kind or kinds 
of wheat they were growing on their 
own farms. This special interest has 
been created during the past two 
years by the Searle Grain Comapny 
of Winnipeg, in co-operation with the 
different experimantal farms and sta- 
tions. Elevator agents of the grain 
company at some 340 country points 
collected from 6,000 to 10,000 8-oz. 
sample of wheat from farmers as they 
delivered grain to the elevators. Each 
farmer was asked to name his- own 
wheat and the sample was duly re- 
corded, numbered and later forward- 
ed to the nearest experimental farm 
where all samples from one district 


— 


of true named varieties of registered 
seed. 

Field days were arranged at the 
respective experimental farms and 
stations so that the farmers who sup- 
plied the 8-oz. samples, and as many 
others who cared to come, might see 
their own wheat growing in the test 
plots alongside the different desirable 
milling wheats grown from registered 
seed. 

Owing to the difficulty even high- 
ly trained cerealists and grain experts 
find in identifying varieties in the 


were planted in a group opposite rows 


grain (and until recently in the stand- 
ing crop, too) it is not surprising 
that a good many farmers who have 
not made a spacial study of. the fine 
points, such as shape of kernel and 
the glumes or chaff, should find 
themselves growing a mixture of the 
several varieties that have been pro- 
duced so prolificly by plant breeders 
and would-be plant breeders. 

It appears that the northern ha f 
of the prairies has been a more fertile 
breeding ground for these outlawed 
wheats than has the south. : 

A complete report on the 1931 tests 
made at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, by Superintendent 
F. H. Reed and his assistants, G. BE. 
DeLong, who is in charge of the 
field crops investigations, shows that 
of the 715 samples tested only 309 
were found suitable for seed. One 
sample from ‘Central Alberta named 
by the grower as Marquis, was found 
to be 50 per cent other varieties, in- 
cluding Huron, Garnet and Early Red 
Tife. Another sample from Central 
Alberta, named by the grower as 
Garnet, was 40 per cent Marquis, 30 
per cent Huron, 20 per cent Stanley 
and 10 per cent other kinds. Two oth- 
er samples, named Kitchener by the 
growers, were reported to be O.K. if 
called Reward and Garnet, respective- 
ly. That is to say, the two samples 
were not mixed but wrongly named. 

Further light is thrown on this 
point by the Lacombe report: “It was 
found that some pure plots of Garnet 
wheat were submitted under the 
name of Marquis, Kitchener, Club, 
Ruby, Red Bobs, Reward and Red 
Fife; Marquis was submitted under 
Red Bobs and Garnet; Red Bobs, was 
submited under Marquis, Ruby and 
Garnet, while Reward was called 
Kitchener and Garnet. The foregoing 
applies to lots only good enough for 
seed and does not include those which 
carried over 10 per cent admixture of

ORIENTALS FIRST 
USED GAS IN THE WAR 

Peiping, China, Oct. 24.—China, 
claiming to have invented gunpowd- 
er and printing, now asserts’ that 
to the Chinese must go the credit 
for first devising and using poison 
gas. 

Chia Lin Shao, 
“China Critic’ on the 
son gas as an instrument of war, 
sets forth the claim that the Chin- 
ese are recorded as the first users 
of gas in war. 

The Chinese admit that the Jap- 
anese used finely powdered pepper, 
that the Spartans burned wood sat- 
urated with sulphur, and that in 
660 A.D. Kallinikos developed 
Greek Tire by burning resin, oil and 


writing in the 
evils of poi- 


quicklime. But Chia Lin Shao says 
the Chinese were the first to use 
what thev called “stink pots” to 


smoke out their adversaires. 

The Chinese have used their 
“stink pots”, or poison gas, for cen- 
turies, not only in the armies’ but 
on the sea. Chinese pirates are 
said to use a rude form of poison 
gas to overcome the crews of junks 
and small ships plying inland and 
coastal waters. 

The records show that even in re- 
cent years Chinese pirates used @ 
form of the earliest “stink pots.” 


ALBERTA WHEAT GROWERS 
ASK ALL CANADA CO-OPERATE 


Rumsey, Alte. Nov. 5.—More than 
90 per cent cf Rumsey district wheat 
growers, gathered in mass meeting 
here, unanimously decided in favor of 
a nation-wide strike of Canadian 
farmers to take place before the 1933 
seeding season. 


The meeting accepted a resolution 
advocating refusal to sow wheat in 
the coming season. It was unani- 
mously decided to tie up seeding in 
the district. 


Farmers in Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, it was declared, 
would ibe advised of the decision and 
asked to co-operate. Speakers de 
manded the dominion government 
guarantee the farmer the cost of 
producing the 1933 crops. At times 
the audience became unruly, John 
MacNaughton, chairman, finding dif- 
ficulty in maintaining order. 

It was declared the western farm- 
er’s position was rapidly becoming 
desperate and government assist- 
ance was urgently required. The 
meeting went on record as support- 
ing the Progressive resolution, re- 
jected in the house of commons, that 
‘asked the Canadian government 
to bring the dollar in line with the 
British pound.

Another point which prevented the 
Independent Members’ voting whole- 
heartedly for the treaty was the fact 
that, with the exchange between 
Britain and Canada as it is, it is vir- 
tually impossible for Canada to trade 
with Great Britain, treaty or no 
treaty. Mr. Coote moved an amend- 
ment to the resolution of ratification 
which, in substance, asked the Gov- 
ernment to guarantee that the dollar 
would be brought to a parity of ex- 
change with the pound immediately. 
This the Government voted down. 
Then it further transpired that re- 
ports from the British House of Com- 
mons revealed that Canadian wheat 
shipped to American ports and stor- 
ed there for reshipment to any point 
which trade might demand. would not 
obtain the preference, and as a 
large percentage of Canadian wheat 
goes through American ports. in 
that way, the Independent’ groups 
hesitated to vote for a treaty which, 
between the exclusion of wheat from 
the preference in the manner above 
dscribed, and the adverse exchange, 
left nothing at all worth while for 
the Western farmers to vote for.

Life Company. If Mr. Harpell should 
be found to be in the right in his 


charges, it would implicate Mr. Tas- 
chereau as a Director of the Com- 
pany. This being the situation, Mr. 


Harpell is not too hopeful of obtain- 
ng a verdict from the Court in his 
favour; it is likely that he will ask 
for a jury trial, in which case he will 
ask or a jury trial, in which case he 
will probably be successful, and 
therefore the hearing may be post- 
poned indefinitely.

Keep in mind that the school offers 
unlimited opportunities to those who 
take advantage of them, parents as 
well as pupils. 

Plan to meet other parents in the 
school. It will help you understand 
your children better. Mothers should 
arouse the interest of fathers in the 
school activities and get their co-op- 
eration.
